New Delhi, the 20th November, 2000 

Subject Garment and Knitwears Export Entitlement (Quota) Policy (2000—2004), in respect of 
countries where such exports are covered by restraints under the provisions of the Agreement 
on Textiles and Clothing. 

No. 1 / 133 / 2000 -Exports-I.— 1- Attention is invited to Notification No. l/128/99Exports-I dated 
12 th November, 1999, which was amended subsequently by Notifications of even number 
dated 10 th December, 1999 and 7 th February, 2000 and the Notification No. 1/68/2000 dated 
13 th June 2000 on the above mentioned subject. It has been decided to further amend the 
Notification as follows. 

2. Sub-para 12 (i) shall be substituted by the following: - 

(i) “EMD shall ordinarily be furnished by way of Demand Draft, FDR unilaterally 
encashable by AEPC or Bank Guarantee. However, Legal Undertaking or Post 
Dated Cheques will also be accepted as EMD till 31.12.2001 in systems other 

than FCFS, subject to the conditions stipulated below:"

3. Sub paras 12 (ii) to (v) shall be substituted by the following :- 

Legal Undertaking (LUT)/Post Dated Cheques (PDC) 

(ii) An Export House/Trading House/Star Trading House/Super Star Trading 

House/Public Sector Undertaking/Manufacturer Exporter who has not been 

penalised by way of forfeiture order under this Allotment Policy or the previous 
Allotment Policy (1997-99) and has entitlements of not less than 25,000 pieces 

for all country-categories taken together under the PPE, NQE and NIE systems 

(including PPT, NQT) may submit LUT/PDC in place of EMD/BG, for 

extension and revalidation of the entitlements subject to the following 

conditions:- 

(a) If the DG, AEPC raises a claim, in terms of the Export Entitlement Distribution 
Policy, for any forfeiture amounts in respect of entitlements covered by LUT, 
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the exporter concerned who has submitted the LUT, would have to remit the 
amounts so claimed by the DG, AEPC within a period of 90 days from the date 
of such claim without demur or protest, failing which the exporter shall not be 
eligible to apply for or obtain any certification of shipping bills, transfer of 
Entitlements or return of EMD/BGs in any system until the amounts are 
remitted and the DG, AEPC decides to reinstate these facilities for the exporter, 
(b) The facility of LUT/PDC will be available to those exporters who remit the 
forfeiture amount covered under LUT within the stipulated period of 90 days or 
their post dated cheque is not dishonoured on deposit for any reason whatsoever 
or have filed appeals and have obtained stay after submission of equivalent 
amount of BG/FDR/DD or have got the decision of the appeal in their favour, 

(iii) If the post dated cheque is dishonoured on deposit for any reason, the quantities 
extended against such cheques would be debited to any present or future 
entitlements of the concerned exporter and he will not be allotted any future 
entitlements until the amount covered by the forfeiture is remitted by way of 
Demand Draft. 

(iv) The Post Dated Cheques should be dated 1 st June of the year following the year 
of allotment and shall be valid for presentation during period of 6 months from 
that date. 

(v) The stipulation relating to release/forfeiture of the LUT/PDC would be the 
same as applicable to the other forms of EMD/BG. 


4. 


The following Sub-para 16(xi) shall be added after sub-para 16(x).- 
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"Appeals under this para can only be filed if the exporter concerned covers the amount 
of forfeiture by BG or FDR or DD. Facility of LUT/PDC will not be available at the 
time of filing the appeals." 

5. All other terms and conditions of the Notification mentioned in Para 1 above will 
remain unchanged.
